Your December 1, 1972 response to ay previous letter was so close to a Ioik 
l'sct«jr .1 have boon silent. X now feel impelled to write you again, thiB t in*' of 
another concern I do believe you sliould salire to the point of learning what may 
impend for your fonsly and all otters related, to John and Hobort Kennedy. 

Of all the people to whom I taight w ^s^i, if your mernoey la at all clear, 
you have an independent moons ol’ evaliditing mo, ay motive and what may and ray not 
bo expected of ne that could be embarrassing to others. I remind you that when you 
directed the Peace Corp and liad not gotten favorable press attention I did conceive 
how to do it and carried it off entirely on my own. You woro impressed, wanted to 
meet me and did. You asked mo to go to work for you. This could have teen interpreted 
as a reward. I declined it. i ou then inneddutoly convoked a mooting of all your 
division heads, took no in and introduced hg ua the man who Jiad more fresh ideas 
than any you had enoountorod and told then to pick my mind. I do not think this was 
an idlo gesture. At no time since then liav© I in any way exploited this, I do ru>t 
recall ever making any reference to it. ft was, however, the kind of thing a farmer, 
which I then was, could tavo exploited. 

AsLdo from my efforts with you, 7. did have conciunioation with the offices of 
tlio late liobort and Edward Kennedy and others in the family. I have not made use of 
this and will not. I could have uoad it to is«ll books. 1 would not and I will not. 

It will novor bo more than an historical record. 

I do presume that what amounts to a family policy is the result of much jinking 
by many people, :ann. uud WsjEssn vis© arc '..’oil— educated, and of homo experience in life and 
in politics. You can buy brains but you can t buy common sense. Y 0 u come from my 
part osf sha counted,’ and may have encountered the countryman's phrase, "College educated 
ignoramus." I do not suggest ignoramus is directly applicable in citing this as 
relevant. X do sug<«Bt ignorenoe end a blind refusal to make any reasonable, legitimate 
inquiry, to got outside the closed corporation of minds that began with a policy 
datermiiwition rather th„n a quast for understanding, including of consequences. 

■fwo oruel and irresponsible oovios and at least one related book, perhaps two, 
are just beginning with a wealthy corporation (heavy b'dxon-contribu tor ownership) 
promoting them hard. I know the authors and much about them, including their records, 
capabilities and cliaractora. Their emotional makeups and need, which in at least one 
case includes on urgent need for venge;inco. To date I have several samples of what 
this can, will and to a degree laready lias meant. It is, to mo, obscene I have mx-v los 
of the promotional literature and X have hoard two of four hours of a promotional broads 
cast from boston, Jerry williams with Nark hone, two nighta ago. The net offeot of all 
of and with National Noneral's wealth it oan be extensive, can be considerable 

personal embarrassment for the senior masters of the Kennedy family, regardless of who 
tl;ey fire and their relationships and attitudes, and more for their children of whatever 
age. At some tine in the future it may also te hurtful to tlv> children of tteso children. 
These things have their own way of teocaing lasting and lusting permanent records. There 
xs not much that X, given ay present circumstances, can do about Ssis. His little I can 
x will attempt and liavo begun to. Nor di I ask help of you. Howovnr, I do believe thiVfc 
someone otter tluui X sliould liavc an awareness and that it is possible that people who 
are not members of the family may be able to do what I cannot. I hope so.
